The professor then says in part:

“There 18 a marked difference of oplnlon
a8 to the eNectivenvss of cunnon firlog
with the manufacturers, and many grap
growers on the one side and the sclentlsts
of America and Europe on the other. The
former maintain that hailstorms ean be
prevented in the manner described, while
the Iatter clalm that the force exerted
by the explosiven {x Inflnitesimal as com-
pared to the foroes of nature that are exs
erted In hatl formatlon and that experls
meonts conducted by the adherents of the
capnonadiug process themselves have not
produce 1 convincing rosults.

“The vumber of thunderstorms from
which hall is precipitated {8 but & small
per cent of the actunl number of thunder-
storms. 1o most localities of the United |
States o whole senson sometimes paswes
without & full of hall. In the grape-grow-
Ing reglons of France and Italy there may
be greater hallstorm frequency, but It s
still true that the number of hallstorms
are few, as compared to the number of
thunderstorms without hatl,

“The oxperimenters show a4 success when-
ever they shoot at n thunderstorm that
does not prodece hatl, although the chances
are greatly in favor of there being no hail

Mortals Are But Weaklings.

“Scientists both in America and ln Bu-
rope deciare that hallstorms cannot be
prevented by the use of cannon and ex-
plosives of even greater power than has
been used or |t {8 possible for men to use,
and bage their bellef upon such knowledge
of the torceg of hature as sclence has ro-
venled

"“Severnl thousand shooting stations have
beet establishied in Italy and France during
the last twa years, but reports received
from them give no definite data In support
of the suceess of the experiments, although
there (& no doubt that the cannonading Is
belleved to be effectual by the farmera who
do the work. Waves of irratlonal enthus!-
Asm eumetllmes ereep over a community,
only to be regretied in subsequent yeurs
when calmer judgment has come to provail.

“We have only to remember the experi-
euce of our own country only a lew years
ago with the ralnmakers and how firm was
the bellef of thousands of people in the
gub-arid and arid reglons of the west that
the use of powerful explosives would pro-
duee rainfall, Thousands of dollars were
expended in these experiments before the
absurdity of the claim was demonstrated.

Same Meann (o Opposite Ends,

“It Is a fact worthy of remark that the
hail shooters are now using practically the
same methods to dissipate the clouds that
the ralnmakers used to produce them, Time
and experlment probably will demonstrite
that the prevention by such means is as
Impracticable as raln production. There
iz no way of telling by the sight of an ap-
proaching cloud whether or not It I8 ac-
companied by hall. Therefore, If the cannon
be used every thunderstorm would have to
be bombarded, although It has been demon-
strated that only one thunder clond out of
a great number contains baill.  In other
wards, there would be a tremendous wusie
of timg, money and energy I unnecessary
bombardments.

“Afier examining all that has been pub-
lished durlng the lust two years on the
subject of hall prevention, T have to repeat
the opinion herectofore expressed, that we
have to do with a popular delusion and that
efforts should be made to prevent jts spreal
in th's country. The great phencmena
golng on In the atmosphere are on too
large a scale for any man to conirol them.
The energy expended by nature In the pro-
duction of a hailstorm, a tornndo or & raln-
storm probably  exceeds the combined
energy of all the sleam engines and ex-
ploslves In the world. It I8 usgeless for man
tomttempt to combat nature on this scale.”
